Contributing to the notoriety 
were the millions the elder 
Keating paid his family, his jet- 
set tastes, his donations of $1.3 
million to the “Keating 5” sena- 
tors, his risky investments in 
land, hotels and junk bonds, and 
the fortunes lost by elderly 
investors in junk bonds from 
Lincoln’s parent company. 


Pres. Benson’s health 
continues to improve

President Ezra Taft Benson of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 


Saints remains in satisfactory condition after being hospitalized Dec. 31 
with pneumonia. 

President Benson continues to improve, 
according to his physician, Dr. Robert Fowels. 
He was taken to LDS Hospital Dec. 31 in criti- 
cal condition. 

As of Wednesday evening, President Benson 
was upgraded from critical to satisfactory condi- 
‘tion and taken off all intravenous antibiotics, 
oxygen and therapy, Dr. Fowels said. X-rays 
also showed that his pneumonia is receding. 

“He continues to improve,” said Don Lefevre, 
LDS Church spokesman. “The doctors haven’t 
said’ when he will be released, but they hope 
before the weekend.” 

President Benson is 93 years old and has been 
the president of the LDS Church since 1985. He 
has been in frail health for the past few years 
and rarely appears in public. 

In June 1990, he was hospitalized for four 
days with a bacterial infection. Three months later, surgeons removed 
two large blood clots from his brain. In 1987, he received a pacemaker to 
regulate his heartbeat.

Car companies hope Clinton fa 
will curb Japanese imports

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — 
President-elect Clinton met 
Wednesday with leaders of the Big 
Three U.S. carmakers, who are 
hopeful his new administration will 
curb Japanese auto imports and 
back away from strict gas mileage 
standards. 

The meeting previewed a thorny 
trade issue awaiting Clinton when 
he takes office Jan. 20. 

While declining to offer any spe- 
cific commitments to the automak- 
ers, Clinton spokesman George 
Stephanopoulos said the president- 
elect wants “to make sure that we 
have free trade that is also not 
unfair to American workers.” 

Stephanopoulos said Clinton 
would “listen closely and let them 
make their case. Clearly the auto 
industry is central to our economy. 
It’s an important source of jobs to a 
lot of Americans and we want to 
pay attention to that.” 

Industry officials said the 
automakers were seeking stronger 
leadership from Washington to 
help them compete globally. 

The top issues for the automakers 
and UAW are Japanese auto 
imports, health-care reform, fuel 
economy standards, gasoline taxes 
and a North American free trade 
pact that the union fears could 
drive U.S. jobs south to Mexico. 

On another front, automakers say 
that current fuel economy, safety 
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and emissions regulations will add 
more than $1,000 to the average 
sticker price of a new car by 1996. 

Clinton has urged increasing fuel 
efficiency standards to 40 miles a 
gallon by the year 2000. 
Automakers say any increase much 
higher than the current 27.5 miles 
per gallon average would force 
them to make more small cars than 
the public wants. 

Carmakers have warmed to the 
idea of boosting the gas tax, cur- 
rently 14.1 cents a gallon, on 
grounds it would do more to con- 
serve energy than toughened gas 
mileage standards. 
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Biofeedback helps many manage stress

Biofeedback techniques at BYU’s 
stress management lab are helping 
many students and faculty learn 
how to relax. 

From headaches to hypertension, 
muscle pain to migraines, biofeed- 
back can help people avoid many of 
the problems associated with stress 
and tension. 

“Most people are controlled by 
stress instead of controlling the 
stress. Biofeedback gives the con- 
trol to the people,” said Janica 
Meiners, a stress management lab 
assist from Roy who graduated in 
psychology in December. 

With biofeedback, patients work 
to stop pain andrelax muscles with 
the help of machines that monitor 
and display information about 
hand temperature, muscle tension, 
or other physical measuring sticks. 

“Biofeedback is getting feedback 
from your body,” Meiners said. 
“The aim is to help people control 


their physical responses to stress. 

The need for anxiety relief is 
especially great at college, where 
the pressures of dating, getting 
good grades and taking exams can 
create a never-ending supply of 
stress. 

At the BYU’s stress management 
lab, located at 187 SWKT, partici- 
pants relax in a large reclining 
chair. Before getting comfortable, 
patients have a sensitive ther- 
mometer taped around a finger to 
measure hand temperature and a 
few wires stuck to the forehead to 
measure muscle tension. 

If the patient’s hands are warm, 
the blood is flowing well to that 
part of the body and stress is low. 

Patients choose the type of relax- 
ation method to use. Many use 
visualization techniques, often lis- 
tening to lab-provided tapes to 
assist them in imagining being on 
a beach or mountainside. 

Other people prefer meditation, 
progressive muscle relaxation and 
autogenic training that uses the 


mind to create warmth and heavi- 
ness in the body. 

About every minute, the lab assis- 
tant records the average skin tem- 
perature and facial tension levels 
to determine how relaxed the 
patient is. 

“Because people respond differ- 
ently to stress, many don’t realize 
how tense they are until they see 
the monitors,” Meiners said. 

Once the session is over, the 
patient can look at the chart to see 
what worked to reduce stress and 
what didn’t. 

The treatment still isn’t finished 
when a person leaves the lab. 
People are encouraged to try relax- 
ation techniques at home without 
the aid of the monitors. For most 
people, this is the most difficult 
part. 

“A lot of people find out it takes 
work and they back away. They 
think this is the magic stress lab,” 
Meiners said. 

“There’s no question about its eth- 


Y student dies in I-15 accident

Heather Harris, 19, a sophomore 
in elementary education from 
Valencia, Calif., died Monday night 
after being involved in an automo- 
bile accident on I-15. 

Harris and her roommate, 
Christy Worthington, a 19-year-old 
sophomore majoring in family sci- 
ence from Lindon, were driving 
north on I-15 to pick up a friend at 
the Salt Lake airport when the 
accident occurred. 

According to the report written by 
trooper Jerry Walters of the Utah 
Highway Patrol, the car slid into 
the back of a truck being towed in 
the emergency lane. The car then 
bounced back into the freeway, 
where it stopped. 


Harris was flown unconscious to 
Cottonwood Hospital in Salt Lake 
City, where she died Monday night. 
There were life signs before she 
died, but she never regained con- 
sciousness, said Dennis Harris, 
Heather’s father. 

Worthington was treated for 
whiplash and other minor injuries 
and was released from Cottonwood 
Hospital Tuesday morning. 

“Heather was an outgoing, happy, 
exciting person,” said Heikki J. 
Rinne, bishop of the BYU 165th 
ward, which Harris was attending. 

“She got along wonderfully with 
everyone. She was an outstanding 
person, and we are sad to see her 
go,” said Rinne. 

Her funeral is scheduled for 
Saturday at noon in the LDS 
Church building at 945 E. 700 
North in Provo. The viewing will be 
at 11 a.m. 

“We decided to have the funeral 
up there because Heather lived in 
Provo for more than two years,” 
said Dennis Harris. 

“She would have wanted it there, 
and this way it would be possible 
for her many friends to attend. We 
will have a memorial service in 
California later,” he said. 

Harris is survived by her parents, 
four brothers and a sister.

The International Cinema program originally 
started to supplement the language programs. 
Marshall said that when he came to BYU, they 
were showing only one movie a week. The loca- 
tion also had to change depending on which 
auditorium was available. 

When Marshall heard about the Kimball 
Tower, he immediately thought of International 
Cinema. “I asked if we could have (the auditori- 
um) for International Cinema,” said Marshall. 

His request was made early enough in the 
planning process to make some suggestions 
about the construction of the auditorium. 

“They listened to our ideas and carried them 
through,” said Marshall. “They designed a pro- 
jection booth just for us.” The projection booth 
they had been using was a small closet next to 
the main auditorium of the Jesse Knight 
Humanities Building. 

Another design modification he requested was 
a slanted floor so the subtitles could be easily 
read. 

In the Kimball Tower projection room there is 
also space to store films and to put them togeth- 
er. Some films come on several reels and must 
be spliced together. Others require some edit- 
ing 

Marshall said that because International 
Cinema serves an academic purpose, the editing 
is focused on complying with BYU standards, 
but not necessarily on trying to appeal to a wide, 
family-oriented audience. 

“We don’t choose movies for a wide audience,” 
he said. “Just as you wouldn’t go through great 
literature to censor and tear out pages,” he said, 
neither do they slice apart great films. 

“We do censor a little bit,” Marshall said. “We 
at least want it to be BYU standards, but not 
for the whole family.” 

Most of the foreign films have subtitles, which 
have their own sense of censorship sometimes. 

Occasionally, the subtitles say something 
much more offensive than what is intended. 
“People who subtitle them say, ‘We want to 
make this really American,’” said Marshall. For 
example, a French girl may be showing her 
frustration — she would never ‘swear, but the 
subtitles do. 

Marshall said that another problem is that 
once in a while the subtitles will not reflect the 
offensive nature of what someone has said. For 
this reason, if there is ever a question about 
whether something should be edited, the repre- 
sentative from that language department is 
called in to make a recommendation.

He 
said that if there are concerns, they are usually 
over nudity, but that it is dealt with very well. 

Turner said International Cinema does appeal 
to a more mature crowd. “Those who go to 
International Cinema go because they like it. 
Those who go to the Varsity (Theater) just want 
to be distracted,” Turner said. 

Although International Cinema continues to 
fill the need for extracurricular exposure to lan- 
guages, it also helps the humanities and film 
departments. 

Turner said even for the language programs 
there is more to it than language. “We see it as 
sort of a cultural experience,” he said. “We 
require all of our students to attend four cultur- 
al events per semester.” Most students fill this 
requirement by seeing French films. 

“France began cinema in 1895,” said Turner. 
“They have always been on the cutting edge of 
film.” 

The response to all movies is not always over- 
whelming, however, but this does not bother 
Marshall. He said the projectionists had told 
him that attendance had been sparse at times 
during fall semester. But Marshall’s philosophy 
is, “The less well-attended, the better it is.” 

Marshall said he tries to keep a balance 
between the languages and other departments. 
In future semesters, Marshall would like to cre- 
ate categories such as International Cinema 
favorites, neglected classics and documentaries. 

This semester, “Howard’s End” and 
“Enchanted April” are among the recently 
released films that will come to International 
Cinema for the first time. 

“Toto le Heros,” a Belgian film, is a Cannes 
Film Festival award winner that is showing 
this week. “That just took every country by 
storm,” Marshall said. 

Alan Keele, chair of the Germanic and Slavic 
Languages Department, lauded BYU’s foreign 
film program as “the finest program at any uni- 
versity.” He said that it goes beyond providing 
a language laboratory. 

“We’re very supportive of it. It’s kind of like 
having a Rolls Royce. You don’t haul your hogs 
around in it. We use it as a vehicle to transport 
us to higher cultural levels,” said Keele. 

International Cinema is free with an 
International Cinema card that is distributed to 
most students taking language or humanities 
classes or with faculty/staff ID. Those without 
International Cinema cards can buy a season 
pass for $6 or pay $1 at the door for each movie. 

Movie showings run Tuesday through 
Saturday during the semesters.

Largest HFAC art show opens; 
artist focuses on dream theme

One of the largest art displays 
shown in the Harris Fine Arts 
Center will officially open tonight 
at 7 p.m. This display includes 
everything from running water and 
one-ton stones to a bird-filled 
cyclone reaching from ceiling to 

oor. 

“Virtual Style Celestial 
Dreaming,” the title of the show, 
can also be interpreted as “Virtual 
Celestial Style Dreaming,” said 
artist Brent Gehring. “I’m leaving 
that.up.to.the audience.” 

“Gehring; who te teaches several | 

_ sculpture and “drawing classes at. 
BYU, said this show embodies his 
views of the difficulties in trying to 
reconcile nature and culture, and 
the resulting clash which often 
occurs. 

“Nature is defined as the ways of 

_ God, whereas culture is defined as 
the ways of man,” Gehring said. 
“This is about the relationship of 
human beings ... to God... .” 

“God is ultimately, for me, still 
mysterious,” said Gehring. “The 
character of nature is as frighten- 
ing, as dark, as it is beautiful and 
reassuring.” Gehring hopes to 
embody all of these concepts in his 
show. 

This form of -art is called 
*Installation Art,” Gehring said. 


The movement toward this type of 


performance and installation art 
began in the 1960s. During the last 
few years more artists are using 
this form taking a specific space 
‘and constructing art to combine 
and work together within that 
3pace, Gehring said. 
’ Gehring’s ideas began to form a 
year ago, he began producing dif- 
ferent works for it three months 
ago and has taken almost two 
‘weeks to assemble it in the HFAC. 
His display includes three large 
stones weighing almost one ton 
gach. The black limestone was 
drought from Provo Canyon and 
.transported into the display area 
‘with forklifts and wheeled carts. 
Also in the display are 40 live 
finches within a cyclone-shaped

structure reaching from floor to 
ceiling, a pool with running water 
and plastic dinosaur toys and many 
other forms and structures. 

Gehring’s first inspiration 
stemmed from his musings on a 
simple ceramic face found in a sec- 
ond-hand store. He calls it the 
“Face of God,” which he considers 
both sinister and comforting. 

His second idea centers around 
the concept of dreams and dream- 
ers.

District Judge David Doty of 
Minneapolis. 

“Both sides seem somewhat 
unhappy with the result, leading 
me to believe that it is a good 
mutual settlement,” Doty said. 

The contract, which runs through 
1999, includes a free-agency plan 
that allows players with more than 
five NFL seasons to become unre- 
stricted free agents. If player costs 
reach 67 percent of designated 
NFL gross revenues, a salary cap 
goes into effect and players can 
become free agents after four years. 

Had the two _ sides _ not 
reached agreement by Wednesday, 
Doty said he would impose his own 
contract — and that neither side 
would be happy. 

But this deal is official. Even the 
pending lawsuits filed by players 
against the league have been 
dropped. 

“We are pleased to announce a 
settlement agreement has been 
reached in the Freeman McNeil, 
Reggie White and related law- 
suits,” Tagliabue and Jim Quinn, 
the players’ lawyer, said in a joint 
statement.

» KALAMAZOO, Mich.-- A federal 
judge on Wednesday ordered that 
‘Magic Johnson be officially listed 
as the defendant in & lawsuit filed” 
by a woman who claims he gave» 
her the AIDS virus. 

Johnson was listed as Richard 
Roe in the lawsuit, although he 
publicly acknowledged he was the 
defendant and that he had a one- 
time sexual encounter with the 
woman in June 1990. 

The woman’s name will remain 
shielded by the court to protect her 
privacy. The woman, listed only as 
Jane Doe, is suing for $2 million. 

The basketball star “waived his 
right to remain nameless” when he 
acknowledged in television inter- 
views in November that he was the 
defendant in the suit, U.S. District 
Judge Richard A. Enslen said. 
Enslen said Johnson’s role as a 
public figure and his choice to 
become a “spokesperson for those 
who have the AIDS virus” also 
weighed in his decision. 

Johnson’s attorneys opposed the 
motion to rename the lawsuit, 
alleging that the woman wants 
Johnson officially named to put 
him in a negative light before the 
public. Attorney Howard Weitzman 
said Johnson didn’t want his name 
“memorialized” in a case that “very 
well could be precedent-setting.”

The new year is only six days 
old, but so far, 1993 has been kind 
to the Utah Jazz.

“If (Woods) wants to use this 
semester as one of his two semes- 
ters or three quarters of residence, 
he’s got to get in school by the 12th 
school day,” Mallonee said. 

Woods wouldn’t confirm it, but is 
apparently interested in playing for 
Georgia Tech, which administers 
its school year in quarters. Classes 
began Jan. 5, so Woods must enroll 
by Jan. 20. 

Georgia Tech had not been con- 
tacted by Woods as of Wednesday 
afternoon. 

One other possible school would 
be Tennessee-Chattanooga, a Div. 
1-AA school near Woods’ home 
town. 


Mother’s reaction 


Woods’ mother, Maggie Johnson, 
said she doesn’t approve of her 
son’s decision. “I’m just hurt, dev- 
astated,” she said Wednesday. “I’m 
disappointed. I wanted Tony to go 
(to BYU) and finish up, since it was 
his choice to go there. It’s one of the 
top schools in the nation.” 

But Woods was too homesick to 
let anyone change his mind, she 
said. “He was very homesick. He 
was depressed during the holiday 
season and just wanted to come 
home. He couldn’t cope with being 
away.” 

Johnson said she knew nothing of 
the incident widely reported as 
having caused Woods’ homesick- 
ness, a dinner with players from 
the University of Georgia after the 
Cougar Classic in December. 

Rumor had it that the Georgia 
players teased Woods about sitting 
on the bench behind white players 
and that he missed the culture 
back home.

A friendly reminder to all 


Woods said his reasons were 
deeper than that. His mother con- 
firmed it. 

“I don’t think that was it at all,” 
Johnson said. “Tony’s been around 
white people all his life. It was 
more of a family thing. He missed 
his family really bad and wanted to 
be home.” 


His birthday 


Woods missed practice Friday and 
was AWOL until he called Reid 
three hours before the Cougars 
were to tip off against UTEP 
Saturday and told the coach he was 
planning to.leave. Reid,and assis- 
tants Tony Ingle and Charles 
Bradley tried to talk Woods into 
staying, but Woods had already 
bought a plane ticket home. 

Johnson wasn’t aware her son 
was planning to come home until 
Ingle called her. (Ingle is from 
Georgia and was instrumental in 
Woods’ choosing BYU.) She didn’t 
hear from Woods until Sunday 
morning, when he called her from 
an Atlanta airport. 

Woods turned 20 Sunday, the 
same day he flew home. 

Homesickness was a problem 
from the start, but Woods told The 
Daily Universe in October that he 
had defeated the problem. 

“The only thing that bothered me 
was knowing where I was going to 
be and how long I’'d be away from 
home,” he said. “But I got to go 
home (in early October) and that 
helped me out a lot. 

“I’ve got a lot of people supporting 
me at home. Just knowing they 
were still behind me made me feel 
good.” 


Teammate reaction 


Woods also had a lot of support 
from his teammates, who seemed 
to pull for him to succeed through- 
out the fall. During games, co-cap- 
tains Gary Trost and Jared Miller 
especially tried to help Woods with 
vocal instructions. 

Woods enjoyed his best game 
against the Slovenian Junior 
National team Nov. 21. BYU won 
98-46 and Woods played 15 min- 
utes, scoring 10 points and collect- 
ing five rebounds. Throughout the 
contest Trost and Miller could be 
heard yelling to Woods: “Blue, 
Tony, we're in blue!” or “Stay down, 
Tone!” 

After the game Reid said he was 
excited with Woods’ progress. 

“Every day I’ve seen great strides 
in Tony’s game,” Reid said. “He’s a 
horse on the boards. I like every- 
thing I’ve seen him do. He’s a team 
man and I like that.” 

At the time, Reid was aware 
Woods’ homesickness hadn’t been 
completely eradicated.

mentor, expressed surprise and 
regret Monday. “I feel bad for him. 
With all the travel we did over the 
holidays, I didn’t realize he was | 
having that hard of a time.” 

Freshman guard Ryan Cuff, 
Woods’ roommate at Helaman 
Halls, said, “Tony never showed 
any signs of disappointment. We 
got to be really good friends. It’s 
sad a person that nice had to leave 
the program.” 

It was obvious Woods liked his 
teammates as much as they liked 
him. But his departure may fuel 
speculation that black athletes still 
struggle at BYU. 

Senior guard and co-captain Nick 
Sanderson, who is black, hopes 


. that doesn’t happen. “Some might 


perceive Tony’s leaving as he didn’t 
like it here, but he left for personal 
reasons, not because of the school.” ~ 
Woods’ departure frees up a 
scholarship, giving BYU two open 
scholarships for next year.
